grievances of the people. I don't know how to 
resolve that. I am not going to try to resolve 
it.

you get out of here you're going to stay out. Because it was 
pretty clear to me that that was my last go-round, that I could 
not relate to prison any more. So I guess I developed something 


- of a social conscience. I decided to come out here and work 


with social problems, get involved with the Moveinent and 
make whatever contribution I Possibly could. When I. made 


‘that decision, I thought that the parole authorities would be 
. tickled oink with me, because they were always telling me to ; 


- .-do exactly that. They would tell me I was selfish. They would

ask me why J didn’t start relating to other oe and looking ' 
beyond the horizons of myself. 


So I did that, you know. And [just want te tell you ie I've 


had more trouble out of parole al ak and the Department 


of Corrections simply because “I've been ‘relating to the 


. Movement than J had when [ was:commiutiing robberies, rapes 


and other things that I didn’t get caught for, That's the truth. lf 
I was on the carpet for having committed a robbery, well, 
there would be a few people up-tight about that. But it seemed 
to be localized. It didn't seem to alfect the enttre prison 


- system or the entire parole board. Thev didn’t even seem to 


have much time to discuss it, you know, They run you through 


_ their meetings very, very-oriefiy, You feel that youir case is not 
-even being considered. But I know that now my case Is con- 


Stantly on their desks, and my parole officer doesn't have very 
Much to do except keep track of me. He wants to know where 1 
&0, how much money I make each. month, where I'm Irving, 
“hea Pim eoing to 20 out of town, phone him up when I get 
R2ck to toy wn, and ask his permission to do this and that.

HERE'S cou MORE DANGEROUS about attacking 

the pigs of the power structure verbally than there is 
_in walking into the Bank of America with a gun and 
attacking it forthrightly, Bankers hate armed robbery; 
but someone who stands up and directly challenges.their racist 
system, .that drives them crazy. I don't know if there are 
any bankers in the audience tonight, but I hope that there 
are. I hope that there’s at least one, or a friend of one, or 
somebody who will carry the message to one. And I haope 
particularly that there’s one here from the Bank of America. I 


” heard today on the news that brother Cesar Chavez has 
' declared war on the Bank of America. The Bank of America 


is Alioto’s bank. My wife told me this evening that she received 
a phone call from the Bank of America saying that they were 


‘fOiIng tc-Tepossess Our car because we were three months behind ~ 


in our payments. That’s not true, but f wished that I had never 
paid a-penny for it. lwished that I could have just walked onto 
that lot and said, “Stick “em up, motherfucker! I’m taking 
this.”” Beceuse that’s how If felt about it. That's how [ feel 
about it now. I don’t relate to this system of credit—see it 
now, take it home, pay later . . . but make sure you pay. 

It was only out of consideration for the atmosphere that I 


- would need in order to do the other things I wanted to do that 


I didn’t rip it off. Or that T haven’t walked. into the Bank of 
America. Or that J haven't watked into any other establishment 
and repossessed the loot that they have in there. So F don’t 
know what they expect from me, see? I haven’t committed any 


' crimes. I don’t feel there’s a necd for rehabilitation. I don’t 


feel the need of going back to Dirty Red's penitentiary. War- 
den Nelson? [Warden of San Quentin] The prison guards call 
him Big Red, but the convicts call him Dirty Red. He’s sitting 
over there across the bay and he’s waiting for me, because we 
have a little history of friction. He doesn’t like me. My parole 


~ officer doesn’t like me. He tells the newspaper writers, “Yeah, I 


think he’s a real nice fellow. I think he’s made an excellent 
adjustment. If it wasn’t for this particular indictment brought 
against him, I'd be perfectly willing to have him as my 
parolee from now on.” Yet if you go down to the parole 
department and ask them to let you see my file, ‘you will find 


Just one charge against me, other than those lodged against 


me in Alameda County, which are yet to be adjudicated. I 
haven't gone to trial for those. I have pleaded “Not Guilty” to 
them: The one legitimate charge they have is. “failing fo 
cooperate with the parale agent.’ 

The first time I saw that, 1 couldn't seen: what it 
meant, because I bent over backwards to cooperate with that 
punk. So I asked him, “Just what does that mean? What’s the 
substance of that?” Now this is going to really surprise you. He 
said, “Do vou remember when you went to New York to tape 
the David Susskind Show?” [ satd, ~¥es, [ remember doing 
that.” 

“Remember I told you the at when you ai back you should 
give mea phone call and let: me know you were back in town?” 

“Yes, and [ did that, didn’t [7” 

“No, you didn’t do it. That’s against the rules.” 

And that’s the only thing that they have in my file that is 
even debatable. All the other things that they are hostile — 
towards me for, they can’t put in the files because it’s agairist 
the law. Ti’s contrary to the Constitution and they would be 
ashanied ta write it down on paper and place it in my file, They 
probably have another file that they smuggle around between 
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them. But they cannot come @.. tell you one thing that 
I've done that would justify returning me to the penitentiary. 

I just have to say that I didn’t leave anything in that peni- 
tentiary except half of my mind and half of my soul, and that’s 


. dead there. I have no use for it. It’s theirs. They can have 


| 


that. That’s my debt to them. That's my debt to society, and I } 


don’t owe them a motherfucking thing! They don’t have 
anything conung. Everything they get from now on, they have 
to take! T believe that our time has come. A point has been 
reached where a line just has to be drawn, because the power 
structure of this country has been thoroughly exposed. There 
is nO ment On their side. We know that they’re ee aceinst 


people for political purposes. 


There’s a4 favorite line of mine. It says that theve isa point 
where fortune ends and cowardice begins. Everybody is scared 


of the pigs, of the power structure. The people have reason to 


be concerned about them because they have these gesiapo 


and their guns, and they will exterminate you, if that’s what it 
takes to carry Out the will of their bosses. 

I don’t know how to go about waiting until people start 
practicing what they preach. I don’t know how to go about 
waiting on that. Because ali I see is a very critical situation, a 
chaotic situation where there’s pain, there's suffering, there’s 


death, and I see no justification for waiting unul tomorrow to | 


say what you could say tonight. [sce no justification for waiting 
until other people get ready. I see no justification for not

I noticed that @ time I went back to jail, the same guys 
who were in Juvenile Hall with me were also there again. They 
arrived there soon after J aot there, or a Little bit before I left. 
They always seemed to make the scene. In the California 
prison system, they carry you from Juvenile Halli to the old 
folks’ colony, down in San Luis Obispo, and wait for‘you to 
die. Then they bury you there, if you don’t have anyone outside | 
to claim your body, and most people down there don’t. T no- 
ticed these waves, these generations. I had a chance to watch 
other generations that came behind me, and I talked with them: 
Md ask them if they'd been in jail before. You will find graduat- 
ing classes moving up from Juvenile Hall, all the way up. It 
occurred to me that. this was a social failure, one that cannot 
be jusiiGed by any stretch of the imagination, Not by any 
stretch of the ntmenmation can the children in the Juvenile 
Halls be condemned, because they’re innocent, and they’re 
processed by an environment that they have no control over. — 

tf you look at the adult prisons, you can’t make head or tail 
out of them. By the time these men get there, they’re in for. 


_ murder, rape, robbery and all the high crimes. But when you 


look into their pasts, you find Juyenile Hall. You have to ask 
yourself, why is there not in this country a program for young 


people that will interest them? That will actively involve them 


moving even if I have to move by myself. I think of my 


attitude towards these criminals—my parole officer included— 
who control the prison system, who contro! the parole board. I 
can’t reconcile things with them because for so long I’ve 
watched them shove shit down people’s throats. I knew there 
was something wrong with the way that they were treating 


- people. I knew that by no stretch of the imagination could 


that be right. It took me a long time.to put my finger on it, at 
least to my own Satisfaction. And after seeing that they were 
the opposite of what they were supposed to be, I got extremely 
angry at them. I don’t want to see them get away with any- 
thing. I want to see them in the penitentiary. They belong in 
there because they’ve committed so many crimes against the 
human rights of the people. They belong in the penitentiary! 


‘[ We" YFHEN YOU FOCUS ON THE adult penitentiaries, you're 
AA / jooking at the end of the line, trying. to see where 
W \j a process begins. But if you really want to under- 
stand and see what's behind the prison system, you 

have to look at Juvenile Hall. You have to go downto: Tuvenile. 
Hall. That's where I started my career, at about the age of 
twelve, for some charge. f don’t know what it was, vandalism. I 
think I ripned off a bicycle, maybe two or three bicycles. May- 
be I had a bicycle Business, I don’t remember. But it related to 
bicycles. They took me to Juvenile Hall, and it took me about 


six months to get out again. While I was there I meta lot-of 


people. I met a lot of real, nice, groovy cats who were very 
active, very healthy people, who had stolen bicycles and things 
like that. Then I moved up the ladder from Juven:le Hall to 
Whittier Reform School for youngsters. I graduated from 


and will process them to be healthy individuals and lead a_ 
healthy hfe. Until someone answers that question for me, the 
only attitude I can have towards the prison system, tncluding 
Juvenile Hall, is tear those walls down and let those people out 
of there: That’s the only question. How do we tear those walls 
down and let those peopic out of there?

in Cuba,, «When they took us to a factory the chances are that 
it would be. the most modern factory. But they made no bones 
about, | that, : 


They were very proud of the lotion, and the they 
had madé inthe 10 years since the revolution, and they were 
proud to show us those acconplishments 


“Tf we had been there a short time and had just 
seen things they had shown us, I probably wouida have gotten 
a distorted impression of how the average person lives. But 
in the three weeks after the tour was over and I was waiting 
for a boat to take me back, I managed to go around quite a 
bit on my own; particularity in Havana, 


"ven when we were on these tours we were allowed 
to go around quite a hit on our own at night and talk to 
people. They were totally unconcerned ahout our going out 
at night because they really had very little to fear. 


“OVERWHELMING MAJORITY 


"The overwhelming majority of the people do support 
the revelution. They make no bones about it that there are 
those who oppose it; they are not afraid to have you run 
into somebody that opposes it, . 


"For instance, they will tell you that 100,000 
people arc signed up to go to the United States and the atti- 
tude of most Cubans is that they wish they would hurry and 
leave, 

"DAILY: How do the Cubans compare themselves to 
ather Comrunists? 


"REISSNER: The Cubans have a feeling they're. 
building a much better form of Communism than exists in the 
Soviet Union and eastern Europe. The Cuban gtudents who have 
been in those countries anda have come back are very upset 
with what they have seen there.- For instance, they feel Cuba 
is a much mere free country. The people participate much nore 
in the life of the country, and there is much more enthusiasin 
for what's going cn. 





"One of the things they stress in Cuba is that they 
are using moral incentives to work harder end produce more 
as cppased to the Soviet Union and eastern Europe where they 
use material incentives. If you work harder you get paid 
more and you gef special bonuses. In Cuba they hardly use 
that at all. They have a slogan on signs all ever the country, 
‘We want to create wealth through consciousness, not con- 
sciousness through wealth. ' 


“They will continuaily make comments like: ‘In the 
Soviet Uniton our students who have been there say things are 
aimost iike capitalism, people are so naterialistically 
oriented. -While material things are very important, it is 
also important to have new kinds cf relationships between 
people that are not based on material goods and money.' 


'BANK-UP FUNERAL 


"The Cubans have this plan to totally eliminate 
poverty; every time they get a chance they make something 
free, For example as I have said, by 1970 al1 rents will be 
free. Now most rents are free, Now ali ball games are free 
and all jocai telephcne calls are free. Burials for some 
reason are free. They have 4 thing about giving people human 
dignity and they feel everybody has a right to a real bang-up 
funeral, 


“They have all sorts of experimental programs. The 
Isie of Pines Ras been turned over to the Young Communist 
League far development. It has, in the past, been almost 
totally unpopulated, with cnly 10,000 people. Now they have 
44,000 people who have been moved on in the last two years, 
mostly young Communist party members who volunteered to go 
there, The Cubans have a plan to build the first truly Communist 
place in Cuba on the Isie of Pines. 


‘Fhey have experimental programe there where the 
people get all their food free, and they get all their clothing 
free. All salaries are between two limits, $60 and 35180 a | 
month, What the individual is paid is determined by himself. 
He decides hew much he needs Ltetween those two limits and that 
is what he is paid. : 
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"It's an amazing concept to think in terms of having 
an experimental society where everybody determines his own 
wage level. You have this free-wheeling experimental atmosphere 
Which the Cubans are quick to point does not exist in the. 
soviet Union. 


"At the same time the Cubans are very thankful for 
the aid they have received from the Soviet Union. It is a 
balanced picture - on the one hand they think what they are 
building in Cuba is niuch more exciting than what exists in 
the Soviet Union or East Germany, but on the other they are 
very thankful for the aid. : 


"One place the average Cuban is in very vehement 
opposition to the other Communist countries is in terms of the 
policy of peaceful coexistence that those countries follow. 
The Cubans have a very revolutionary foreign policy and they 
think what the Soviet Union does in giving aid to Latin 
American dictatorships or the Shah of Iran borders on treason, 


"DATLY: You have mentioned the spreading of the 
revolution around the worid. Although the Cubans seem to 
prescribe brotheriy love and the sharing of things, how do 
you explain the need for violence in spreading their doctrine? 


"REISSNER: The Cubans are mostly concerned with two 
areas, Latin America and Vietnan. . 


"So far as Latin America is concerned, they see 
there is no way for liberation except through armed struggic. 


“At this point almost every country in Latin América 
is under a military dictatorship. Even in those countries 
that are theoretically democracies, the ieft 


is outiawed, or when it starts getting too strong, the 
military steps in. They see the traditional politics in Latin 
America as just a con game. You need an armed struggie that 
Willi throw out the native oligarchies and American business 
interests and totally transform the countries, 


"One field where their internationalism is very 
is in Vietnam. There is a fantastic identification hy the 





average Cuban with the National Liberation Front. They see 
Vietnam as taking the pressure off of them for a while, and 
feel that if Vietnam is defeated, Cuba will be next on the 
United States list. | 


"They have signs all over the country saying things 
like ‘Heroic Vietnam our brother in struggle, our comrade 
and example.' One is a pop art poster of two National Liberation 
Front guerrillas staneing in front of some trees with a city 
in the background and it says on it in bold letters: ‘From 
the jungle to the city always winning, Heroic Vietnam. ' 


"You pet very much a feeling of identification. For 
instance, people who have done a bang-up job in production 
often - not very often - wiil, as a special reward ask tobe 
sent to Vietnam. to fight. 


"U.S. CHANG 


"DAILY: How would you speculate on Cuba's attitude 
toward change in the United States? 


"REISSNER: if think there has been a real change in 
the Cuban attitude towards the possibilities for change ln 
not only the United States but in the other advanced capitalist 
countries. Playboy had an interview with CASTRO about two 
years ago, where he said it might be possible for the United 
States to last for 500 years under the seme system before it 
changed, 


OS "But the rising militancy in the black struggle, and 
particularly STOKELY CARMICHAEL'’s visit to Cuba, had a tre- 
-mendous impact on the average Cuban. For the first time they 
had the feeling that things were happening in the United States. 


"The May-June events in France shook up all of 
their preconceptions about the stability of the advanced 
capitalist countries. So now they are very in- 


_tensely trying to analyze what is happening and what the 
possibilities are for revolution. 
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“One thing you find in Cuba is a tremendous identi- 
fication with the struggle of the black people in the United 
States. To some extent there is a real overemphasis on the 
question of armed struggle now. | 


"We wouid, for example, talk to biack Cubans who 
would say how much they supported the struggle of their 
brotners in the United States. Then we would ask them how 
they thought the struggle could be solved. ‘They would say by 
armed struggle, or point to a picture of somecne holding a 
submachine gun and say nothing elise but that. 


"J had arguments with some Cubans over whether or 
not guerriliia strugyle was a viable possibility for the United 
States. One of them told me he had studied American gecgraphy. 
He didn't see any reason why we weren't up in the hills now 
starting an armed struggle. They still have a fairly simplistic 
View, 


"But in the governnent there is a real attempt to 
come to an understanding of the dynamics of the struggle in 
the United States. There is a lot of information in the Cuban 
press about student struggles in the United otatses. I was 
eble to keep up with what was going on at San Francisco State, 


"There were also daily reports about the Black 
Panthers. : 


| “DAILY: Did you hear anything about ELDRIDGE 
CLEAVER‘ 


"REISSNER: That was one of the first things JI asked 
‘them when JI got down there, because it was right after he had 
disappeared. If he is in Cuba the Cubans are playing it very 
Siraight. Nobody seems to know. The Cubans whom I spoke to 
who were not on the highest levels of government, assume he is 
not in Cuba. I heard about him in the sense that people know 
who he is and he had gotten very favorable publicity in the 
press. But there was no mention that he was in Cuba."

The book itseif contains no theme or plot, but the 
series of articles reflects Cleaver's feelings on a myriad 
of subjects ranging from his affiliation with the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) to the officials of the California Adult Authority 
of the prison system. 


A characterization of the BPP is 
attached hereto. 


In relation to the California Adult Authority, 
Cleaver speaks of two notable members when he states, "... 
Its chairman, Henry Kerr, was second in command of the | 
Los Angeles police force during its most racist period. The 
Vice Chairman, Curtis 0. Lynum, was Chief Special Agent in 
Charge of the San Francisco FBI;...". 


In connection with Frantz Fannon's book, Wretched 
of the Earth, Cleaver states that "...What this book does is 
Llegitimatize the revolutionary impulse to violence. It 
teaches colonial subjects that it is perfectly normal for 
them to want to rise up and cut off the heads of the slave- 
masters, that it is a way to achieve their manhood, and that 
they must oppose the oppressor in order to experience 
themselves as men."'.... 


In: the article, "The Courage to Kill: Meeting the 
Panthers," Cleaver states, "...The genie of black revolutionary 


violence is here, and it says that the oppressor has no rights 
which the oppressed are bound to respect."... 





Leroy Eldridge Cleaver 


Concerning California politics, Cleaver wrote 
"...California had demonstrated its ability to relate to 
the politics of the absurd by electing to office such 
blobs of political putty as Richard Nixon and Max Rafferty."... 


One of the longest articles contained in this book 
was a speech given by Cleaver at Stanford University in 
California on October 1, 1968. In this speech, the subject 

touches on topics from Ronald Reagan to Karl Marx. 


Of Reagan he stated “'...i think people are ready 
to hear someone say (obscene) Ronald Reagan, or Cobscene) 
Stanford University"™.... 


He makes one brief reference to his future status 
in this speech when he related, "...Maybe when my parole 
officer comes looking for me, to lock me up, I'll be hiding 
in the house of one of those white radicals."... 


About Karl Marx, Cleaver wrote, "...Let's pay our 
respects to Brother Karl Marx's gigantic brain, using the 
fruits of his wisdom, applying them to this crumbling system, 
and have some socialism, moving on to the classless society. 
You call it communism. If you get uptight about that, we can 
redefine that; we don't have to quibble over words, and we 
ean call it a human society.",..

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BLACK PANTHER PARTY 
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According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they can 
take control oj' the life, politics, and the destiny of the 
black community, It was organized by BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, 
BPP Chairman, «and HUEY P. NEWTON, BPP Minister of Defense. 
NEWTON is presently serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a 
conviction of manslaughter in connection with the killing of 
an Qakland pol:.ce officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther", which 
further describes itself as the "Black YJommunity Nevs Service", 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 


° "The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister cf Education, GHORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following:

The book includes articles which give Cleaver's 
explanation as to how and why he joined the BPP and how his 
involvement in political activities led to the revocation of 
his parole. Much of three chapters is devoted to attacks on 
California Governor Ronald Ragan and the last chapter entitled 
"Farewell Address" consists of a speech he gave in San Francisco 
11/2/68 during which he cited the reasons he did not intend to 
go back to jail on 11/27/68 when his appeal expired. The 
revolutionary objectives of the black extremists is explained 
in a chapter entitled "Black Bible."' This reviews the ideas of 
Frantz Fanon who was involved in the. Algerian revolution and 
who formulated the idea that black people are part of the “Third 
World" made up of all nonwhite people who have been colonized by 
white imperialists. 


The author notes that the chapter entitled "The Death 
of Martin Luther King: Requiem For Nonviolence" was in the 
process of being dictated by the. subject on 4/6/68 when he was 
interrupted by a telephone call after which he went immediately 
to Oakland, California and became involved in a shootout with 
police. This resulted in his wounding and return to jail. The 
point of the chapter is that nonviolence is dead; that 1968 
would mean "the coming of the gun; and that “action is all that 
counts now."

The only culture worth 
keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 
Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere."
